crowd was made up for the most part 
of foreigners. 
Posted upon the door 
was a notice which read: 
“Tills 
hank 
closed 
for 
business. 
The affairs of the bank have In en 
placed in the hands of T. F. Fare lit r 
ae assignee.” 
The decision to close the bank was 
reached by the directors after a long 
session the previous evening. 
While 
the directors are extremely reticent 
it is known that, the closing of tho 
Institution resulted from defalcations 
by three of its em ployes and that the 
sum taken aggregates at least $90,COO. 
The bank was organized in I STS as 
the First National. 
It, was the oldest 
bank in Lorain. 
The late C. T. Beck­ 
with ot the defunct Citizens* National 
bank of Oberlin was president of the 
Citizens' Savings bauk here until live 
years ago. 
President 
H onecker of 
the bank 
stated that the defaulting employes 
had 
agreed to 
turn everything 
of 
value they possessed into the bank. 
Mr. Honecker declared that he be­ 
lieved the depositors would receive 
every cent due them. 
Defaulters Under Bond. 


One of the defaulting employes was 
under a boud of $20,000. 
It is undi r- 
stood that property to the value of 
probably $10,000 will be turned over 
by the men responsible for the wreck­ 
ing of the bank. 
No arrests have yet been made, 
although 
President 
Honecker 
an­ 
nounced 
that 
he 
expected to take 
the necessary steps for such an action 
shortly. 
Asked if the Chadwick op­ 
erations were in any way responsible 
for the failure 
President Honecker 
sa id : 
“ You may say that the bank es­ 
caped Mrs. Chadwick completely aud 
that the closing of our bank is in no 
way traceable to anything like the 
Chadwick 
affair. 
Mrs. 
Chadwick 
came lo see us and I talked with 
hoi, bul she did not get any of our 
money.” 
From 
authoritative 
sources 
it 
is 
learned that the exact amount of the 
shortage in the funds of the bank is 
$97,000. 
To offset this the three de­ 
faulting em ployes carried indemnity 
bonds in favor of the bank aggregat­ 
ing 
$40,000 
and 
in addition 
have 
turned 
over 
leal 
estate and 
other 
property to the bank to the value of 
$12,000, leaving the net loss to the in­ 
stitution $45,000.

order and ju st ready to be put into ac­ 
tion is a widely known fact.

It but he said to O'Connor, “ I ’ll run 
up and turn the tiling off.’’ 
The shaft 
reached by means of a winding stair­ 
way and there is a landing at the top 
which runs parallel with the shaft.

got up on this landing pulled the pin 
and moved the belt over, but just as he 
was nlxiut to take his arm away the 
wrist band of his blouseeaught between 
the pulley and the belt and pulled him 
around.

shafting and around and around he 
went until every rag on his body was 
torn into shreds except a small band of 
the leg of his underdrawers. 
The pul­ 
ley was but three or four feet from the 
w all and on the other side there was a 
sort of standpipe and as the young man's 
body Hew around he hit the wall and 
tandpipe alternately. 
It is thought 
that the first time he went around he 
hit squarely in the jaw on the standpipe 
and was probably rendered unconscious 
so that ho never knew what happened 
after that. 
The workmen stopped the machinery 
as quickly as possible, but the deadly 
work of the machinery had been done 
in a few seconds. 
When loosened from 
the belt, the body fell limp and bleeding 
to a small lunding about six feet below. 
The boy gasped once or twice after 
the men reached him. 
The body was 
battered auil bruised and almost un 
recognizable. 
Two deep ga>hes on the 
head would have been enough to cause 
instant death. 
His ribs were all brok 
en, his left leg broken in two places, his 
left foot was smashed to a pulp and 
both shoulders and his jaw 
were dis­ 
located. 
Dr. A. F. Groves got a call about 6:30 
and went to the scone immediately but 
the boy was dead by the time he got 
there. 
In the absence of Coroner D. M. M c­ 
Donald 
Deputy Coroner T. W . Gibson 
was called and he arrived on the scene 
about a quarter of 7 o’clock. 
The wall 
and 
the Hoor about the 
place were 
smeared with blood and small particles 
of flesh anil it presented a gruesome 
sight. 
The body was picked up and 
brought to the I). M. Clark & Co. un­ 
dertaking rooms and prepared 
for bur 
ial. 
Those who wore about the pulp mill 
at the time were Chas. O'Connor, Joh n 
McKenna. Chas. Lindberg and Bert 
Larson, but none of these except O’Con­ 
nors was nearby 
when the accident 
happened. 
It is not likely that an in ­ 
quest w ill be held as it is thought it 
was purely accidental and the young 
man in reality was doing something that 
did not come under his line of duty. 
Young W hitney was a son of Mr. and 
Mrs. J.N . W hitney, of Fort Ripley. 
Tht 
father was notified and arrived today 
from there. 
The mother of the boy is 
some four miles west of the city staying 
with her daughter for a short time and 
she too has been notified. 
The hoy was 
very 
popular in 
East 
Brainerd, vva

at the pulp mill. 
He has worked there 
since the mill started.

Joseph Whitney, a young man IT 
years of age, got caught iii a shafting at 
the pulp mill of the Northwest Paper 
company at the dam last night about 
6:30 o'clock and was instantly killed. 
It was a most appalling accident, the 
young fellow's body 
being 
literally 
ground to pieces while some of his fel­ 
low workmen stood near and were help­ 
less to do anything to assist him out the 
predicament fie had gotten into. 
There are two shifts at the mill and 
young Whitney, whose duty it was to 
look after one of the big grinders on the 
ground floor had finished half his day s 
work and was just sitting down to eat 
his lunch. 
In fact, he was eating when 
the night watchman, Chas. O'Connors, 
came on duty. 
It seems that there is a 
large belt running from the second floor 
i > a shaft which is close to the ceiling 
on the first floor. 
This belt was used to 
run a'conveyor and it is understood that 
tho belt is usually removed at 6 o’clock 
atn ig h ta n d tho conveyor stopped. 
The 
machinery is stopped usually by pull 
ing a pin and moving the belt onto the 
loose wheel. 
When W atchman O’Connor came in 
h » noticed that this belt had not been 
moved as is customary and said some­ 
thing to young Whitney about it. 
It 
was not W hitney’s duty to touch this 
belt but he said to O'Connor, “FII run 
up and turn the thing ofT." 
The shaft 
is reached by means of a winding stair­ 
way and there is a landing at the top 
which runs parallel with the shaft. 
He 
got up on this landing pulled the pin 
and moved the belt over, but just as he 
was about to take his arm away the 
wrist band of his blouse caught between 
the pulley and the belt and pulled him 
around. 
From 
the wrist 
band his 
clothing got further tangled in the 
shafting and around and around he 
went until every rag on his body was 
torn into shreds except a small band of 
tfie leg of his underdrawers. 
The pul­ 
ley was but three or four feet from the 
wall and on the other side there was a 
sort of standpipe and as the young man s 
body flew around he hit the wall and 
standpipe alternately. 
It is thought 
that the first time he went around he 
hit squarely in the jaw o d the standpipe 
and was probably rendered unconscious 
so that ho never knew what happened 
after that. 
The workmen stopped the machinery 
as quickly as possible, but the deadly 
work of the machinery had been done 
in a few seconds. 
When loosened from 
the belt, the body fell limp and bleeding 
to a small landing about six feet below. 
The boy gasped once or twice after 
the men reached him. The body was 
battered and bruised and almost un 
recognizable. 
Two deep gashes on the 
head would have been enough to cause 
instant death. 
His ribs were all brok 
en, his left leg broken in two places, his 
left foot was smashed to a pulp and 
both shoulders and his jaw were dis­ 
located. 
Dr. A. F. Groves got a call about 6:30 
and went to the scone immediately but 
the boy w as dead by the time he got 
thore. 
In the absence of Coroner D. M. Mc­ 
Donald Deputy Coroner T. W. Gibson 
was called and he arrived on the scene 
about a quarter of 7 o'clock. The wall 
and 
the floor about the 
place were 
smeared with blood and small particles 
of flesh and it presented a gruesome 
sight. The body was picked up and 
brought to the D. M. Clark Sic Co. un­ 
dertaking rooms and prepared for bur 
jai. 
Those who wore about the pulp mill 
at tho time were Chas. O'Connor, John 
McKenna, Chas. Lindberg and Bort 
Larson, but none of these except O’Con­ 
nors was nearby when tho accident 
happened. 
I t is not likely th at an in 
quest will be held as it is thought it 
was purely accidental anti the young 
man in reality was doing something that 
did not come under his line of duty. 
Young W hitney was a son of Mr. and 
Mrs. J. N. Whitney, of Fort Ripley. 
The 
father was notified and arrived today 
from there. 
The mother of the boy is 
sorao four miles west of the city staying 
with her daughter for a short time and 
she too has been notified. 
The boy was 
very 
popular in 
Fast 
Brainerd, was 
steady and reliable and well thought of 
at the pulp mill. 
He has worked there 
since the mill started.
